At an ice cream supiier at the res- 
idence »>f Aujrusta Nischan, who 
lives near i'etit in Daviess county, 
last Saturday niirht a drunken row 
which was starteti liy a number of 
the attendants resulted in Steve Clay, 
ton beinir fatally wounded by a pistol 
shot\ired by Bernard Long. Clay- 
ton was conveye«l to Owensboro 
where he died at 12 o’cl(K;k Monday .

It. is alleKed that lx>nR]applied sev- 
eral vile epithets to Clayton, pre- 
vious to the shtMitinR. Clayton told 
LonR he would not allow him to 
curse him and started towards him, 
it is said. LonR pulltnl a pistol from 
his iMicket and fired one bullet at 
Clayton, which took effect in his ab- 
domen. It is claimed that LonR had 
been disorderly at the dance and 
there had been much trouble preced- 
inK the shootinR. Lour does not 
bear a very riskI reputation for 
l>eace. 

Coroner Hayden held an inquest 
over the b<idy of Claton Tuesday 
mominR. The verdict was that he 
came to his death from being shot 
by Barney Long. Several witnesses 
were examined, none of whom could 
testifiy to having seen the shot fired. 
They stated that it was intensely 
dark and that Long and Clayton 
were grappled in such a way that 
it was imiMkssible to have seen Long 
fire the shot. They testified that 
two .shuts were fired, after which the 
men rolled over in'.the road and Clay- 
tun wrested a pistol from Long’s 
hands and threw it over the fence. 
Ixmg declare«l that he intended to 
kill Cla.vt«>n. 

Long has left the country and no 
trace of him has been found although 
the officers have been making 
diligent inquires every since the 
deatli of Clayton. A number of 
cartis containing a description of 
Long have been .sent out from j 
the office of Sheriff Short to |Kiints 1 
all over the countr>- and it is ex- 
pecteil that some results will Ik* i 
ahtained in a few days.

.Mathley’s plans to break jail were 
discoveretl last Friday morning, the 
day folhiwing that on which the 
(iovemor fix*sl the date of his exe- 
cution. His plan was to have a saw 
IniaschI in the jail to him secretisl in 
H banana, to saw his wa.v out 
through the cage on the second fltK»r 
and to club Jailor Ashby ami his a.s- 
rustunts with window weights if they 
discoveitsl him Wfore he made his 
final" esi'aiK* through an <*utside win- 
dow. 

His plans were divulged by I!. T. 
.''wift who had been in the jail with 
.Mathley a short while and who was 
relea.*teil the latter part of lust week 
On his person, at the time of his re- 
lease he carrieil a letter from Math* 
ley to Mollie Burns a |>amour of 
Mathley's. A day or s«» after his re- 
lease he deliveretl the letter to Jailer 
.Ashby who turneii it over to the 
.State’s Attorneys. 

The letter begins with a re<iuest for 
toots w ith which to effect his escape. 
In u manner that showe<l considera- 
ble thought on the subject, he min- 
utely told the woman how to 
secrete a fine diamond saw in a 
Imnana. This he told her to send 
to him as she had fre<iuentl.v 
sent him bundles and liaskets of 
fruit. He directwl her how to get 
the .saw . 

After instructing the woman as 
to how to get the saw to him. he told 
her of his plan of escape. He in- 
feniled .sawing the bars of his cell in 
two, which would enable liim to get 
into the corridor. Once in the cor- 
ridor his way was .clear down the 
stairway and to a window on the low- 
er fiisir. \Vh**n he reach«si this tbmr 
he would take the weights off the 
windows and woulil use them as 
weajKins in case of detection by the 
jail authorities l>efore he succeede<l 
in sawing out enough w indow t>ars 
to all«>w him to crawl out. Once out 
he would trust to his wits to dmlge 
the officers. 

It is lielieve<l that Mathley had a 
confederate in the jail and that, pos- 
•sihly, the plan «»f escape was not en- 
tirely his own. There is a suspicion 
that this confederate is Ike Rhea, 
who was indictwl by the la.st grand 
jury for 8h(*oting at his wife with 
intent to kill and against whom there 
apiK*ars to be a' strong ca.se. 

Whether or not the discovery of 
the letter, disclosing as it does a well 
laid plan of escape, will have any ef- 
fect on the pro(josed attempt to have 
Mathley adjudged insane by a jury 
and sent to the a.sylum, remains to 
Ik* sec*n.

Atturn«ys 
for i'aleb Powers will file their brief 
with Federal Juilge. A. M. J. Cochran, 
of the eastern district of Kentucky 
this week. It will set forth all the 
reason.* of the prisoner and his law- 
yers in support i>f their c<*ntention 
that the federal court should take 
jurisdiction in the case. 

After the brief is filed J udge Coch- 
ran is ex|>ected, within a reastinable* 
length of time, to render his decision 
in the matter. The pre.sent question 
at issue is attracting wide attention 
and this morning one of the attor- 
neys for Powers explainetl the future 
legal steps contemplated. 

“If Judge Cochran decides that the 
fisleral court has no juristliction in 
the case,” said he. ”we will immedi- 
ately ap|)eal from his tiecision to the 
supreme court of the United States. 
We iKflieve we can show clearly that 
the constitution ha.s been violatetl 
and the cast* is clearly one within the 
jurisdiction of the federal court. If 
Judge Cochran ilecides tt> take juris- 
diction he will is.sue an order for the 
body of Caleb Powers, who is now in 
jail at Ceorgettiwn add the prisoner 
will be removeti to sf»me other plate 
of confinement and will become a 
fetleral prisoner instead of a state 
prisoner. In this event Powers will 
not be tried in the circuit court at 
Georgetown this summer as planned 
by the commonwealth. 

The attorney for Powers said that 
he had understood that the common- 
wealth’s attomevs. Attorney General 
Hays, R. B. FrAnklin and Charles J. 
Bronston, were also prepared to ap- 
peal to the supreme court of the 
United States if Judge Cochran de- 
cides against them, or, in other 
words, if he decides to take juristlic- 
tion.

Henry Brow n Kills Dave Patton 
at Bevier Fires Three Bul- 
lets Into His Head. 



Lightning Destroys the Liver 
more Railroad Depot. 



SERIOUSLY HURT 



Wresting a pistol from his antag' 
onist’s hand Henry Brown shot and 
instantly killed Dave Patton at Be- 
vier, three miles from Central City 
at 4 o’clock last Saturday afternoon. 
The shooting occurred at Brown’s 
home. 

The difficulty between the men 
grew out of a children’s quarrel. The 
children of the two families had a 
difficulty which was taken up by the 
parents. Patton, with a pistol, went 
to Brown’s hou.se. In the scuffle 
which ensued Brown twisted the pis- 
tol from Patton’s hand and, leveling 
it on him.shot him through the head. 
He then fired two more bullets in his 
head. His death was instantaneous. 

Brown is about fifty years old, 
while his victim was about forty. 
Both have families. 'The coroner 
held an inquest over the body of 
Patton. The verdict was that Pat- 
ton came to his death at the hands 
of Brown, but did not say that the 
shooting was in self defen.se.

Claude Myei*s was seriously, if not 
fatally, injured by a bolt of lightning 
(luting the rain and electrical storm 
that swept over the county last 
Tiyjsday afternoon.
